Start by respecting public 
liberties: Uiasolve thia Parlisment, abolish the 
press censorship and de not imprison paket 
publishers before trying them. Then seek the 
people's views on thedr present and future in @ 
fres atwosphere to be supervised by honest men 

who enjcy the people's confidence and respect.”
